With this number, the Current List enters upon its fifth year of publication. 

It is now printed in an edition of 1500 copies, of which approximately 400 are sent 
in exchange for publications, mostly South American, not previously received by the 
Army Medical Library. This distribution on an exchange basis is being extended as 
rapidly as possible, and it is expected that with the resumption of postal service 
to European countries, the number of journals received in exchange and regularly 
recorded in the Current List will be very greatly increased. It is hoped that in 
this manner the coverage of the Current List will exceed that attained by any key to 
medical literature. In recent months the backlog of publications from European 
countries, mostly in the form of microfilm copies, as well as the new journals being 
received in exchange for the Current List, has made it necessary in many cases to in- 
crease the number of pages printed weekly, from 20 to 32. 

This increase in coverage addé to the task of indexing and it has become necessary 
to secure, in addition to the several specialists who are already cooperating in the 
work, the services of a full time trained indexer. For this purpose, Miss Florence 
Harden has been engaged and it is hoped that the indexes to each succeeding volume 
can now be issued more promptly than has been possible heretofore. The ideal way 
would be to print, each month or each two months, an index to the numbers appearing 
in such intervals and accumulating these in a single index to each volume for a six- 
months' period. If this plan was extended to include a cumulative index to each ten 
volumes, covering five years, there would be provided a highly efficient tool for 
searching the medical literature over long periods. 

A matter which will certainly require attention eventually, is the subdivision 
of medical literature. It is evident that no on@# person is concerned with the entire 
field of medicine and, therefore, the contributions pertaining to certain well 
defined fields might well be issued and indexed as separate publications. Such 
fields, for example, as dentistry, industrial hygiene, public health, psychology, and 
even possibly ophthalmology and otorhinolaryngology are all specialties in themselves. 
It would certainly be far more convenient to those engaged in these fields to have 
under one cover everything pertaining to each of them. 

As mentioned on previous occasions, the Current List, together with microfilm 
copying, is an experimental undertaking designed to improve the means by which the 
literature of medicine is made availavle most conveniently and most completely to 
those engaged in advancing medical practice and knowledge. It is hoped that all of 
‘our "Friends" will feel an interest in this experiment and will aid in its guidance 
in whatever way they may find possible.
